’ swung the rifle about and cocked 
and aimed it. 
As Turnbull fired 
a shot, which struck Ramey in the 
chest, the wounded man fell for­ 
ward, but raised his head and at­ 
tempted to take aim again.

Suitable 
storage 
space will be provided for

toes, navy beans,

potatoes 
and other vegetables taken 
from 
the relief gardens. 
The locations and sizes of

canning centers will be determined 
by the amount of food produced for 
canning in each 
county. 
Several 
permanent canning 
kitchens 
are

and portable canning 
units

cial, political, and economic life”, 
said Jesse Wrench, professor 
of 
history at the U niversity of Mis­ 
souri, at a dinner meeting of Lions 
Club 
members 
held 
Thursday 
evening in the M arshall Hotel. 
We are living in a 
period 
of 
world 
scientific 
and 
mechanical 
adjustm ent, he said, in the midst 
of a revolution. 
We must apply a 
scientific attitude to life. 
And for 
the m ost part, we do, Mr. Wrench 
thinks. 
If we w ant a car built, an ail­ 
m ent cured, or a factory machine 
perfected, we secure the 
services 
of men 
trained 
to 
attend 
our 
needs. 
In the same manner, 
of­ 
ficials of the federal governm ent 
have 
sought 
the 
advice 
of 
trained economists 
and 
govern­ 
m ent experts to help us plan some 
way 
to solve 
world difficulties. 
And although 
members 
of 
the 
“ Brain T ru st” 
are by no means 
infallible, they, if anyone, will be 
able to advise our elective fficers, 
Mr. Wrench thinks. 
When farm ers were unable 
to 
sell their crops and m anufacturers 
were unable to dispose of 
their 
goods and so were force 
to 
fire 
their employes and close factories 
or at least to curtail 
prdouction, 
Americans found themselves in a 
crisis, 
during 
which 
President 
Roosevelt found 
it expedient 
to 
close the country’s 
banks. 
This 


situation, said Mr. Wrench, arose 
from cut-throat competition. 
In the nineteenth century, com­ 
petition was the life of trade, for 
if one man 
made 
an 
excessive 
am ount of profit from a business, 
another entered the 
same 
trade 
and relieved him of some of 
his 
gains. 
The detrim ental privilege 
and benefit which 
arose in 
the 
United States, 
whereby 
a 
very 
small percentage of the popula­ 
tion controlled 90 per cent of the 
nation’s wealth, was ruinous, how­ 
ever, representing as it did 
the 
disastrous effect of too free 
and 
too spirited competition. 
As harm ful 
as the 
cut-throat 
competition, Mr. Wrench believes, 
is the fact that nationalism, which 
has grown and spread 
through­ 
out Europe, Asia, and the countries 
adjacent to our own, 
has closed 
doors for United States exports. 
Some long time planning, he said, 
is needed to miH’t this situation. 
Precisely w hat kind of scheme 
will be best, 
Mr. Wrench 
does 
not know. 
He is certain, at least, 
that the individual is no 
longer 
uppermost, that the people’s com­ 
mon welfare is now closely 
knit 
together, th a t everyone m ust co­ 
operate. 
He 
knows, 
too, 
th at 
something m ust be done to 
de­ 
stroy the general feeling of inse­ 
curity which exists throughout the 
country. 
In the university, then, a plant 
which has a perm anent
